Murray, Ky., (J?)—To honor a 
hermit who died in poverty, this 
southwestern Kentucky town is 
seeking to establish a 
national 
park. 
Five years after Nathan B. 
Stubblefield’s death Murray 
is 
becoming conscious of his repu­ 
tation in some quarters as the 
man who built and sold the first 
radio. 
Some scientific writers credit 
Stubblefield with manufacturing 
and 
demonstrating equipment 
for broadcasting and receiving 
the human voice as early as 1892. 
Stubblefield 
demonstrated 
a 
wireless telephone, operating ov­ 
er a one-mile circuit, before a 
group of 
scientists, 
inventors 
and newspaper men in Philadel­ 
phia May 30, 1902. 
Earlier the same year, records 
here show, Stubblefield 
broad­ 
cast from the steamer “ Barthol­ 
di*’ on the Potomac river to the 
shore. 
For unexplainable reasons he 
failed to market his radio. 
He 
came home 
from 
his 
marine 
broadcast at Washington disap­ 
pointed. Regarded as “peculiar” 
by his neighbors, he took up the 
life of a hermit.

For the p ast y ear and a half 
loans closed throug h the Feder­ 
al Land Bank and the Land 
Bank Commissioner hav e been 
p aid p rincip ally in bonds of the 
Federal Farm Mortg ag e Corp or­ 
ation. In refinancing debts the 
ag reem ent of the creditors was 
requested in adv ance to accep t 
bonds rather than cash. Certain 
items such as tax es and insur­ 
ance and fractional am ounts of 
debts, meanwhile, hav e been p aid 
in cash. Federal Farm Mortg ag e 
Corp oration bonds are g uaran­ 
teed by the Federal g ov ernment 
both as to p ay m ent of p rincip al 
and interest, and hav e m et with 
a ready accep tance, with the re­ 
sult th a t now there will be no 
difficulty in selling them , so th a t 
the p roceeds of their cash sale 
may be used in making Federal 
land bank and Land Bank Com­ 
missioner’s loans in cash. 
One of the p rincip al reasons 
for using bonds in lieu of cash

reflects the current p rice of

He discov ­ 
ers it to be a horrid p lace where 
the v eg etation is chiefly fung i, 
the liv ing creatures chiefly rep ­ 
tiles and g hastly sp iders, and the 
hum an being s v acant autom a­ 
tons who hav e no thoug ht or 
emotion which is not dev oted to 
the State. Their life is so horri­ 
ble they hav e deleg ated ev ery ­ 
thing , ev en will, to a few hig her 
being s. But althoug h these ap ­ 
p ointed ones hav e the faces of 
eag les, their ey es are just as v a­ 
cant as their subjects’.

NEUTRALITY Bill IS 
«MINDED «ND PISSED 


BY HOUSE; TD SENAT E 


W ashing ton, Aug . 23 (Æ>) — A 
sev en-p oint neutrality p lan rev o­ 
lutionizing traditional American 
p olicies was p ressed s w i f t l y 
throug ht the house today by ad­ 
m inistration leaders, op erating 
under a “g ag ” rule. 
It went back to the senate 
where an ag reem ent—foretelling 
p robable ap p rov al—was made to 
v ote by

morning on the am endm ents 
sp ecifically requested by Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt. O utstanding was

tory arm s embarg o p rov ision. 
Senators Johnson 
(R. Calif.) 
and Lewis (D.-Ill.) forced the 
ov ernig ht delay . Lewis contend­ 
ed the resolution would p ut the 
United States in a “straig ht- 
jacket” while Johnson said the 
resolution “cannot and will not 
p rev ent any wars in the future.” 
Senator Ny e (R.-N. D.), who 
had fav ored more drastic leg is­ 
lation, p redicted the nex t con­ 
g ress would make the leg islation 
p erm anent anad add restrictions 
on loans and credits. 
Chairm an Pittm an (D.-Nev .) 
of the foreig n relations commit­ 
tee told Senator Vanderberg (R.- 
Mich.) the state dep artm ent had 
ag reed to the house resolution 
throug h p referring a discreation- 
ary embarg o authority . 
It was broug ht up under the 
strictest kind of a “g ag ” rule, 
which forbade the p resentation 
of any am endm ents and clip p ed 
debate off after 45 minutes. 
The amended senate resolu­ 
tion would p ut a m andatory em ­ 
barg o on the ship m ent of arms 
to warring nations until Feb­ 
ruary 29 , 19 36. 
Establish a new national m uni­ 
tions control board 9 0 day s after 
the law is sig ned.
